Warden Smith announced that 
Dr. Rodgers, prison physician, had 
taken a specimen of Kelis’ spinal 
fluid and that a test made of it 
by the laboratory at the Universi- 
ty of California revealed no trace 
of insanity. 

e@ warden’s statement of the 
test is a surprise to the friends of 
the defendant, who had been de- 
manding that the prisoner's sani- 
ty be determined before the execu- 
tion is carried out. 

At the time the prisoner's 
friends made the demand, Warden 
Smith refused to permit a doctor 
from the State Hospital in Stock- 
ton to take a specimen of the uid, 
declaring he would be held re- 
spoasible in case of the prisoner 
dying under the operation. 

“The test has been made by the 
prison doctor, as we maxe in the 
case of eve man sentenced to 
death, and the result shows Kelis 
is sane,” announced the warden to 
the Sacramento Union.

Assails Leader 


Former Minister Accused of 
Falsifying Report 


Shady Business Transactions 
Charged in Court 


[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

LONDON, Dec. 12.—-Winston 
Spencer Churchill sat in court to- 
day during the trial of his libel 
suit against Lord Alfred Douglas 
and heard himself assailed by Lord 
Alfred's counsél, Cecil Hayes. 

Hayes characterized the former 
minister as untruthful, charged 
him with inspiring a false com- 
munique regarding the Battle of 
Jutiand, by which Lord Alfred 
alleged that the German-born 
financier, the late Sir Ernest Cas- 
sel, and others benefited in the 
stock markets and referred to 
Churchill as “the most impetu- 
ous, erratic man in England who 
ever had charge of the govern- 
ment.” 

SCHEMES SOLE AIM 

Mr. Hayes, referring to Winston 
Churchill's activities, as Cabinet 
Minister during the war, declared 
that “the story revealed in the 
course of these proceedings shows 
a callousness and disregard for 
human life to help Churchill in 
his schemes than can only be de- 
acrited in Churchill's own words 
as megalomania.” 

“This case has shown wus the 
domination of one Man over an- 


other,” he said. “It might have 
been a rising millionaire looking 
out for a rising Cabinet Minister,

MONEY SOUGHT 

The defense called Capt. Har- 
old Spencer, who testified that he 
worked in the Admiralty at the 
time of the battle of Jutland and 
was a prospective parliamentary 
candidate in 1919 for Dundee, the 
seat held by Mr. Churchill. 

Capt. Spencer said he met Mr. 
Churchill just before attending a 
civic luncheon at Dundee in 19198. 
Mr. Churchill asked what he was 
doing there, to which the witness 
replied: “I'm going to turn you 
out of Dundee,” adding, “your 
Jutiand report was pretty thick, 
Wasn't it?’

PRESENT FRUIT RATE 
LOSS TO RAILROADS 
EXPERTS SO TESTIFY DURING 


GROWERS’ HEARING AT 
SAN FRANCISCO 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 12.— 
Railroads of the United States were 
not able to earn the rate of 5.75 
per cent, allowed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission during the 
year 1922, according to Robert 
Adams, Oakland assistant auditor 
of the Southern Pacific Company, 


who testified today for the rail- 
roads in defense of present rates at 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion inquiry here, started by Califor- 
nia shippers for a reduction in the 
basic rate from California to points 
east of Denver on deciduous fruits. 

Mr. Adams submitted figures 
showing the Southern Pacific Com. 
pany earned 4.13 per cent on its 
capital investment in 1922, while 
in the same period the Santa Fe 
lines earned 4.68. He also 
from a chart showing that western 
railroads in 1922 earned 3.75 per 
cent while eastern carriers returned

A. W. Coote, stock broker, on trial before Judge Hardy on an in- 


dictment charging embezzlement, was sold short 1769 shares of an oil 


According to previous testimony 
Coote had been commissioned by 
Parkford to buy the stock, and had 
received payments from his client, 
but never delivered the certifi- 
cates. Through the statements of 
witnesses who were at that time 
employed by the stock broker, the 
prosecution atempted to show that 
Parkford’s check was cashed and 
the money given to A. 8.

DAILY TRADE TALK | 


High Santa Fe Officials Here, Marvel at City’s 
’ Growth; Views of Vice-President 


Edward Chambers and E. J. En- 
gle, vice-presidents, and J. R. Hay- 
den, assistant traffic manager of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Raliway, following an automobile 
tour of the San Joaquin Valley and 
Southern California, arrived at the 


Biltmore last night. 

Vice-President Chambers comes 
to Los Angeles several times a 
year and in his official position, 
giving him charge of traffic of the 
entire system of 12,000 miles, his 
business chiefly is to keep in touch 
with the development of the terri- 
tory the lines traverse. 

“In my travela in California the 
past few days I have observed 
considerable progress,” said the 
Santa Fe official. “This applies 
both to cities and in the country. 
A lot of building and improvement 
in m lands is to be seen, and the 
latter, in particular, is of deep in- 
terest, for without the success of 
the agricultural districts no 
marked progress could be made in 
the large cities. — 

“The growth of Los Angeles is 
marvelous and people are swarm- 
‘ing to California to live. This 
State has more newcomers than 
any other State in the Union, due 
primarily to the appeal that it 
makes to those who wish to better 
their living conditions and environ-

CIVIL WAR: 


Capt. Lewis Stanton Dies 
of Old Age at Home of 
His Daughter 


Closing a remarkable career as 
a soldier, pioneer and lawyer, 
death Tuesday evening claimed 
Capt. Lewis Stanton, hero of the 
Civil War and a resident of Los 
Angeles since 1886. The old sol- 
dier died at the home of his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Caroline Stanton Thomp- 
son, 420 West Thirty-first street, as 
a result of old age. | 

The death of Capt. Stanton re- 
moves one of the most outstanding 
figures from the rapidly thinning 
ranks of the veterans of the Civil 
War. His war record shows that 
he participated in practically ev- 
erv major engagement in the war, 
served under several of the most 
noted generals, was several times 
wounded and finally discharged at 
the end of the fighting after havy- 
ing been decorated with the Con- 
gressional medal. 

His death came suddenly Tues-

WAR TRACTORS ON MARKET 


Unused Caterpillers From to be Sold Here to 
F. armers, Roadbuilders 


A large number of Holt caterpillar tractors, shipped to France 
‘durifig the war for heavy duty on the firing line and later brought back 
to this country by a group of enterprising Los Angeles business men, 
have been put on the ‘market here by the Farm Machinery Company. 


The return of the tractors, theiré 
history bound up as it ig with) 
the war, forms a romantic chap- 
ter in the annals of commerce. | 
The tractors were intended to tow 
cannon, ammunition and supply 
trains and to do grading for roads 
and railroads. Peace tame and 
the tractors weré not used, hav- 
ing arrived too late. They were 
left at the quartermaster’s camp 
at Saint Sulpice, near Bordeaux. 

About a year ago a group of 
Los Angeles business men  be- 
came interested in the war trac- 
tors. The Farm Machinery Cem- 
pany was orgehized and purchasd 
them as well as a ilarge quanti- 
ty of spare parts and stationary 
for pumping and farm 

er units. 

The work of the trac- 
tors back to the United States 
was then started. The company 
employed seventy-five mechanics 
in France and every one of the 
machines was thoroughly tested 


rand overhauled before being 
placed aboard ship for the re- 
turn trip. 


They were brought from France 
via the Panama Canal on ships 
operated by the Trans-Atalantique 
Company and were unloaded at 
the docks of the Los Angeles 
Shipbuilding and Dry 
poration. They are 
there and can be inspected by 
the public. ~ 

The tractors are of the latest 
model and were subjected to the 
most rigid possible tests before be- 
ing accepted by the Government 
during the war. The motors re- 
ceived a twelve-hour idle test fol- 
lowed by a twelve-hour horsepow- 
er test, pulling seventy-five horse- 
power or 120 horsepower during 
the entire period. All motors which 
failed to pass the test were re- 

ted. 

The tractora traveled 4000 
miles from Peoria, Iil, where they

DIES OF OLD AGE

Stanton was one of the first to 
hear the call of his country when 
the forces of the North and South 
took arms. He first enlisted in 
Co. I, Third U. 8. Infantry, and 
after three years of continuous 
fighting, was discharged at the 
end of his enlistment on August 
7, 1864. Belleving, however, that 
he had not yet “done his bit,” he 
enrolled as Captain of K Company, 
213 Pennsylvania Volunteer In- 
fantry and served in that capacity 
until mustered out at Washington, 
D. C. on November 18, 1865. 

During his period of service he 
took part in the siege of York- 
town, the battle of Bull Run, the 
battle of Gaines Mill, Antietam, | 
Fredericksburg, Gettysburg, Chan- 
cellorsville and served under Gen. 
McClellan, Pope, Burnside, Hooker 
and others. 

His marriage to Rosalie Philip, 
daughter of an ratic New 
York family, was a war romance. 
His roommate, unable to keep the 
appointment, asked Capt. Stanton 
to meet his sister at the train, pro- 
viding a photograph for identifi- 
cation. Three weeks later he mar- 
ried his chum’s sister. Mrs. Stan- 
ton and the captain lived together 
for fifty-five years, until her death 
here four years ago. 

After .coming to Los Angeles, 
Capt. Stanton was admitted to the 
bar and served as Police Judge for 
two years, 1886-1888. He liater 
served as Township Justice. He 
was one of the first members of 
the Republican Party.

“Success in life,” says S. W. Straus, oné 
of the foremost bankers of the world, “is 
achieved as the result of three qualities. 
| First, there must be imagination. One 
must be able to look further ahead than the 
next corner, to create in thought the result 
to be achieved.
